that an invasion of Russian Poland 
is about to begin.

How to Locate a Noise.

They take a flat piece of metal, a flat 
file. for example, and place one end of 
it between their teeth; the other end 
they apply to the parts of the machine 
that ma)' be suspected, of course w'hile 
it is in motion. 
By stopping the ears 
the abnormal sound can be distin­ 
guished from other noises, and with a 
little experience the exact point from 
which it comes can be discovered.—SL
